CONGRESS OP JURISTS AT RIO DE JANEIRO 

By a convention signed at the Third International American Confer- 
ence, at Rio de Janeiro, August 23, 1906, the American nations agreed 
to establish an "International Commission of Jurists," to be composed 
of one representative from each of the signatory states,, for the purpose 
of preparing a draft of a code of public international law and a draft 
of a code of private international law, which should regulate the rela- 
tions between the nations of America. It was further stipulated that 
two or more governments might appoint a single representative, but 
that such representative should have but one vote. The first meeting 
of the commission was to have been held in Rio de Janeiro in 1907, 
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
